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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  for  your 
consideration.  It  is  based  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  1958  and  includes  extracts  from 
my  Annual  Report  on  those  services  in  the  area  which  are 
administered  by  Cheshire  County  Council  under  Part  III 
of  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1948. 

With  the  exception  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  1958  differed  little  statistically  from  the 
previous  year.  The  corrected  birth  rate  shows  a  slight 
fall  to  15.41  per  thousand  population  and  the  death  rate 
remains  very  much  the  same  at  14.48,  The  infantile 
mortality  rate  of  8.72  per  thousand  related  live  births 
is  again  low  and  although  t  he  figures  are  too  small  for 
significant  comparisons  one  cannot  help  but  feel  pleased 
to  record  only  five  infant  deaths  over  a  two  year  period. 

During  1958  the  slum  clearance  programme  which  had 
been  marking  time  was  resumed  on  a  larger  scale  and  this 
policy  has  been  continued  into  the  present  year. 

The  concentration  of  workers  in  the  towns  during  the 
Industrial  Revolution  resulted  in  masses  of  congested  houses 
based  round  a  central  building  v/here  the  tenants  worked. 

This  building  in  this  part  of  the  country  was  invariably 
a  cotton  mill.  Three  sequelae  have  resulted  in  towns 
like  Stalybridge  -  the  houses  have  become  slums  not  only 
because  of  a  fabric  which  lias  perished  but  also  because 
of  their  bad  arrangement;  the  concentration  of  a  large 
number  of  houses  in  a  snail  area  has  led  to  the  creation 

of  smoke  palls  with  attendant  ill  health;  and  with  the 
changing  times  the  cotton  mills  have  been  converted  to 
deal  with  more  modern  industrial  processes  to  the  dis¬ 
comfort  of  the  nearby  tenants.  We  are,  therefore,  left 
with  slums,  smoke  and  nuisances  and  these  three  problems 
which  are  occupying  the  attention  of  the  Committee  more 
and  more,  will  bontinue  to  do  so  for  some  little  time  to 
come .

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Diseases  like  typhoid  and  cholera  have  been  elimi¬ 
nated  by  providing  adequate  sewage  disposal  and  a  safe 
water  supply.  Tuberculosis  is  being  attacked  at  the 
local  authority  level  by  improving  the  environment  and  by 
vaccination |  diphtheria  is  in  its  death  throes  as  a 
result  of  a  successful  immunisation  campaign.  Perhaps 
in  the  next  decade  we  shall  be  able  to  play  our  part  in 
wiping  out  infantile  paralysis  and  also  in  attacking  thos 
diseases  whose  incidence  is  rising  such  as  coronary 
thrombosis  and  chest  conditions. 

During  the  year  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  have  given  invaluable  help  and  advice  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  them  along  with  the  members  of  the 
Staff  for  their  loyal  support.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
bordered  on  the  south  side  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Dukinfield, 
on  the  north  west  by  the  Municipal  Borough  of  As hton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  by  Moss  ley  and  -Mottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  town;  the  northern  half 
lies  in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire. 

For  administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  be  in 
Cheshire , 

The  Borough,  surrounded  by  hills  on  all  sides  except  the 
West,  is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain, 

7-jg-  miles  east  of  Manchester  and,  although  the  main  portion  of 
the  town  is  built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400 
feet  above  sea  level,  the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises 
to  a  height  of  1,000  feet. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  industries  in  the  town  are  many  and  varied  but 
cotton- still  remains  the  most  important  in  relation  to  the 
numbers  employed.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  H.  Denton  of  the 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service  who  has  kindly 
supplied  me  with  statistics  which  show  that  the  average 
number  of  wholly  unemployed  during  1958  increased  to  233 
(176  men  and  57  women)  the  highest  figure  being  300  in 
December  and  the  lowest  being  119  in  January,  These 
figures  include  41  disabled  persons-  of  whom  30  are  men. 

The  fall  in  the  number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  cotton 
industry  continues  and  the  figure  for  1958  is  about  400 
less  than  that  of  1957  -  from  4,143  to  3,727.  This 
latter  figure  represents  37,7^  of  the  total  insured  popu¬ 
lation  of  9,898  at  June,  1958.  The  numbers  engaged  in  the

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  number  of  births  recorded  in  the  Borough  decreased 
during  the  year  by  18  to  344.  This  figure  includes  174 
males  and  170  females  and  gives  a  corrected  livebirth  rate 
of  15.41  per  thousand  population. 

Table  I  shows  the  comparative  figures  for  the  remainder 
of  the  country. 

DEATH  RATE. 


There  were  308  deaths  in  the  Borough  in  1958  an  increase 
of  7  on  the  previous  year’s  total.  Of  these  161  were  males 
and  147  were  females  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  13*66  per 
thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalybridge ,  that  is  the 
death  rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age 
and  sex  distribution  in  Stalybridge  compared  with  the 
country  as  a  whole,  was  14.48.  Once  again  the  commonest 
cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  which  claimed  89  victims 
against  85  in  1957.  Chest  conditions  (52),  cancer  (51), 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system  (45)  were 
also  high  on  the  list. 

Among  the  cancer  deaths  I  would  draw  your  attention  to 
cancer  of  the  lung  which  caused  10  deaths  and  among  chest 
conditions  I  would  point  out  that  39  deaths  were  ascribed 
to  bronchitis.  The  total  increase  over  last  year’s  figures 
in  deaths  brought  about  by  chest  conditions  is  12  and  most  of 
these  cases  suffered  from  bronchitis .  Smoko  control  is  now 
a  popular  modern  aim  which  it  is  sincerely  hoped  will  result 
in  a  purer  atmosphere  and  less  ill  health.  Just  as  the 
provision  of  a  pure  water  supply  has  eliminated  outbreaks  of 
cholera  in  this  country  and  virtually  wiped  out  typhoid  one 
can  only  hope  that  an  intensive  and  successful  attack  on  the 
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air  wo  breathe  will,  if  not  eliminate,,  at  least  con¬ 
siderably  reduce  the  suffering  caused  by  chest  infections. 
Perhaps  the  mad  rush  to  the  countryside  by  motorists  at 
the  week-end  in  search  of  purer  air  will  soon  no  longer 
be  necessary  as  the  town  and  country  enjoy  the  same 
privilege  as  a  result  of  the  effective  introduction  of 
Clean  Air  Zones, 

Heart  conditions  are  claiming  an  increasing  number 
of  victims  and  this  year ’ s  f igure  '  of  89  is  slightly  more 
than  for  the  corresponding  "period,  in  1957.  Of  these 
deaths  50.5%  (45  cases)  were  caused  by  disease  of  the 
coronary  arteries.  An  analysis  of  the  ages  shows  that 
the  largest  number  in  the  males  fell  in  the  group  of 
ages  50  -  60  whilst  the  female  deaths  occurred  in  the  age 
period  70  -  80.  If  chest  conditions  are  the  fruits  of 
industrialization ,  it  can  also  be  said  that  the  growth  of 
civilization  is  producing  more  and  more  deaths  from  coronary 
disease  whose  aetiology  is  not  yet  fully  understood.  I 
feel  that  a  complexity  of  factors  are  involved  and  that  the 
solution  will  not  be  easily  found,  but  the  problem  is  a 
pressing  one  which  increases  annually  and  its  solution  is' 
as  important  to  mankind  as  the  discovery  of  insulin  has 
been  to  the  diabetic  or  vitamin  B-,p  to  the  pernicious  anaemia 
patient. 

I  have  to  report  one  death  as  a  result  of  homicide, 
INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  rose  from  2  in  1957  to 
3  in  1958  giving  a  rate  of  8,72  per  thousand  related  live- 
births .  Two  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life,  coincidentally  they  were  all  male  and  two 
of  the  deaths  were  due  to  infection. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  number  of  infant 
deaths  this  year  is  the  second  lowest  ever  to  be  recorded 
in  the  town. 

This  year’s  statistics  have  been  altered  to  comply 
with  the  Minister’s  request  in  Circular  22/58.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  has  been  split  between  legitimate 
and  illegitimate  births  and  so  has  the  neo -natal  mortality 
rate.  The  proportion  of  illegitimate  births  to  the  total 
births  has  a], so  boon  included.

BACTERIOLOGY. 

Swabs  and  samples  for  examination  continue  to  be  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester. 
This  year  the  number  of  specimens  examined  was  considerably 
less  than  in  1957  -  in  fact  less  than  one -tenth  were  handled 
by  the  department  and  practically  all  of  these  samples  were 
in  connection  with  the  investigation  of  dysentery.  Only 
four  throat  swabs  were  taken  and  sent  for  examination  -  a 
sign  that  the  practitioner  no  longer  fears  diphtheria  because 
of  its  long  absence  in  this  area  from  the  epidemic  field.

In  all  22  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  methylene  blue  test  and 
for  biological  testing  for  tuberculosis.  It  is  gratifying 
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to  be  able  to  report  that  all  the  samples  were  satisfactory 
the  importance  of  which  is  reflected  in  the  fall  in  the 
incidence  of  non- pulmonary  tuberculosis.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

22  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  results  were  recorded  as  follows  s- 

1  sample  of  the  TownTs  water  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

2  samples  of  a  small  chlorinated  supply  serving  185 
houses  in  the  Millbrook  area  were  taken.  1  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  a  follow-up  sample  taken  fourteen  days  later 
showed  that  the  foreign  body  in  the  chlorinator  pipeline 
had  been  effectively  removed. 

19  samples  of  the  spring  supplies  in  the  Carr  brook  and 
Millbrook  area  were  taken  -  15  were  satisfactory  and  4  un¬ 
satisfactory.  This  rural  supply  is  closely  watched  by 
the  department  and  I  am  glad  to  report  a  slight  improve¬ 
ment  because  filters  have  now  been  supplied  and  fitted  to 
the  taps.  This  filtered  water  has  always  proved  to  bo  of  a 
satisfactory  quality,  the  unsatisfactory  samples  being  ob¬ 
tained  from  unfiltered  supply. 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Ashton-u-Lyne ,  Stalybridge, 
Dukinfield  (District)  Waterworks,  Mr.  M.  T.  B.  Whitson,  reports 
on  the  Stalybridge  water  supplies  as  follows  :-

SPECIFIC  INFECTIONS. 


Only  141  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during 
1958.  There  are  no  epidemics  to  report,  the  highest  incidence 
of  any  of  these  diseases  being  38  cases  of  Scarlet  fever. 

The  amount  of  infectious  disease  present  in  the  Stalybridge 
community  appears  to  be  diminishing  and  from  Table  VII  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  total  figures  are  in  the  main,  influenced  by  measles 
and  dysentery.  Both  measles  which  appears  in  the  picture  every 
other  year  and  dysentery  fortunately  kept  away  during  1958' and 
it  is  because  of  this  that  one  can  report  such  a  low  figure  as 
141.  The  campaign  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  continues 
and  included  with  this  is  that  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
the  latter  was  introduced  as  a  routine  during  the  year  by  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  The  figures  for  whooping  cough  are  on 
the  whole  encouraging  showing  as  they  do  a  tendency  to  remain  low 
over  the  past  five  years  with  the  exception  of  1956. 

Measles  would  now  appear  to  warrant  greater  attention  from 
a  preventive  inoculation  point  of  view,  causing  as  it-  does  so 
much  ill  health  among  the  child  population  in  alternate  years. 
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To-day  we  have  many  vaccines  to  hand  for  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  a  variety  of  diseases  from  tetanus  to  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  the  stage  has  now  been  reached  where  the 
conscientious  bewildered  parent  is  often  unaware  of  what 
her  child  has  had  in  the  way  of  preventive  inoculations. 

Every  effort  is  made  by  the  clinic  staff  to  explain  the 
scheme  of  immunisation  and  a  personal  record  card  is  given 
to  the  mother  of  each  child  so  that  the  family  doctor  will 
know  as  well  as  the  parent  what  immunity  has  been  conferred. 

I  would  like  to  stress  here  that  diphtheria  immunisation  has 
proved  itself  beyond  doubt,  whooping  cough  is  also  being  more 
and  more  easily  controlled,  and  the  use  of  B.C.G.  against 
tuberculosis  and  polio  vaccine  against  infantile  paralysis  will 
no  doubt  reduce  the  incidence  of  two  diseases  which  have  in 
the  past  produced  much  suffering  and  many  deaths. 

In  the  field  of  tuberculosis  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able 
to  record  the  smallest  number  of  notifications  ever  received 
during  twelve  months.  The  national  figures  reveal  that  the 
deaths  from  this  condition  have  fallen  by  nearly  80^?  since 
1948  and  the  graph  on  page  24  demonstrates  how  Stalybridge 
reflects  this  welcome  trend.  The  deaths  (recorded  as  a 
continuous  line)  which  have  gradually  fallen  since  1920 
have  dropped  more  rapidly  during  the  last  ten  years  and 
although  the  notifications  in  1958  wore  low  on  the  whole  they 
have  not  kept  pace  with  the  reducing  death  rate.  It  is 
confidently  expected  that  with  the  number  of  children  who 
have  been  protected  by  B.C.G.  gradually  increasing  along 
with  the  other  preventive  measures ,  the  incidence  will  begin 
to  decline  until  the  disease  follows  diphtheria  to  the 
epidemiological  scrap  heap. 

There  were  two  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  - 
both  males,  both  under  five  years  old  and  both  unimmunised.

CANCER. 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer  from  46  in  1957  to  51  in  1958.  Of  these  10  wore 
of  cancer  of  the  lung  or  1906fo  of  all  cancer  deaths  a 
proportion  similar  to  that  in  1957. 

DYSENTERY. 

During  1958  the  number  of  cases  of  dysentery  fell  to 
20  from  229  in  1957.  The  cases  were  in  the  main  confined 
to  children  who  appear  to  be  more  prone  to  the  condition  than 
adults  and  who  also  by  virtue  of  close  contact  at  school  arc 
more  frequently  exposed  to  the  condition  than  older  people. 
Altogether  104  samples  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  and 
investige, ted  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall. 
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FOOD  POISONING.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Cleansing  Department  and 
Public  Health  Inspector's  section  of  the  Public  Health 
Depart  me  nt . 

The  decision  of  the  Council  in  October  to  accept  the 
principle  of  establishing  smoke  control  areas  and  so  take 
the  first  steps  in  abolishing  domestic  air  pollution,  was 
the  most  important  event  in  1958.  The  Ridge  Hill  /Stamford 
Street  Area  and  the  Fern  Bank  Site  are  the  first  areas  to 
be  tackled  and  a  preliminary  survey  was  carried  out.  The 
difficult  task  of  dealing  with- industrial  smoke  pollution, 
commenced  some  years  ago,  is  continuing  and  apart  from 
excessive  smoke  emissions  on  occasions  from  a  small  number 
of  firms  there  is  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of 
industrial  smoke  discharged  into  the  atmosphere. 

134  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  -  92  in  clearance 
areas  and  42  individually,  a  considerable  increase  on  the 
restricted  number  dealt  with  owing  to  economic  conditions  in 
1957  and  a  further  welcome  step  in  the  clearance  of  unfit 
houses. 

Whilst  the  cost  of  , the  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
services  continues  to  rise,  mainly  as  a  result  of  increased 
wages,  the  cost  of  the  service  to  ratepayers  is  very  low  - 
2,95  pence  per  person  per  week!  The  purchase  of  a  hydraulic 
loading  shovel  to  help  in  the  disposal  and  -covering  of  refuse 
has  been  more  than  justified,  the  cost  of  operation  being 
offset  by  the  reduction  in  staff  of  one  man.  The  machine 
is  proving  invaluable  in  excavating  covering  material! 
handling  the  refuse  and  loading  baled  paper  at  our  Dean 
Street  Yard, 

It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  carry  out  the 
varied  work  detailed  in  the  Report  without  the  whole¬ 
hearted  co-operation  of  the  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  C.  F.  Spencer!  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  the  Foreman  and  men  of  the  Cleansing 
Do  par  tine  nt . 
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I  would  like  to  place  on  record  ray  appreciation  of 
the  help  and  co-operation  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Deputy  Chairman  and  the  interest  shown  by  the  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,

The  work  of  carrying  out  detailed  inspections  of  food 
premises  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955,  has  continued.  Unfortunately, 
owing  to  pressure  of  other  duties  a  very  limited  amount  of 
time  has  been  available  for  this  work  and  it  is  regretted 
that  many  more  inspections  of  food  premises  were  not  possible- .

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  9  1956. 

Industrial  Air  Pollution. 

On  the  1st  June,  1958,  the  remaining  sections  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came  into  operation  and  on  the  same 
date  the  Dark  Smoko  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958, 
came  into  operation.  Visits  were  made  to  most  of  the  large., 
industrial  firms  in  the  Borough  and  the  industrial  provisions 
of  the  Act  and  the  provisions  of  the  Dark  Smoke  Regulations 
were  discussed  with  the  Managements .  A  considerable  effort 
is  being  made  by  industrial  firms  to  cut  down  atmospheric

The  Council  has  continued  to  make  a  grant  of  £8  or  ‘half 
the  cost  of  conversion  whichever  is  the  lower,  to  owners  of 
property  wishing  to  convert  waste  water  closets.  41  appli¬ 
cations  for  grant  were  received  during  the  year  making  a  total 
of  420  since  the  scheme  was  commenced  in  1947. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  most  important  extension  to  the  sewerage  system  was 
1,443  yards  laid  at  the  Fern  Bank  Site.

Swine  Fever. 

On  the  13th  June,  1958,  the  Swine  Fever  (Infected  Areas) 
Special  Order  No.  1  came  into  operation  and  remained  in 
operation  until  9th  August,  1958,  During  this  period  all 
movement  of  seine  into,  out  of  and  within  the  Borough  load  to 
be  licensed. 
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Suspected  Anthrax. 

Two  sheep  wore  found  to  be  dead  on  arrival  at  the 
Slaughterhouse  and  were  treated  as  suspected  cases  of 
anthrax.  The  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  was  notified 
and  detention  notices  were  served  on  a  section  of  the 
Slaughterhouse.  Following  a  visit  by  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
the  blood  tests  were  certified  negative  and  the  restrictions 
removed  from  the  premises. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957.

During  the  year  487  bins  were 
supplied  to  domestic  promises  and  95  bins  were  sold.

Sickness 


The  number  of  days  lost  through  sickness  fell  to  165 
as  against  397  in  1957  and  434  in  1956  and  the  extremely 
high  figure  of  516  days  in  1953.  This  very  low  figure  is 
welcomed  and  is  of  considerable  assistance  in  maintaining 
a  reasonable  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the  year.

The  refuse  collection  service  varies  from  7-9  days 
according  to  district.  About  40%  of  the  whole  area  is  on  a 
weekly  collection.  In  spite  of  Continued  housing  develop¬ 
ment  with  consequent  long  carries  this  frequency  has  been 
maintained .

Early  in  the  year  the  site  of  the  old  refuse  destructor 
was  sold  to  the  S.II.M.D.  T.  and  E  Board  for  £3,500.  The 
take  over  date  was  1st  April,  1959. 


DISPOSAL 


The  whole  of  the  house  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping.  Only  159  loads  of  covering  material  were  obtained 
during  the  year  and  as  a  result  of  this  the  condition  of  the 
Tip  became  very  unsatisfactory.  In  February  a  report  was 
presented  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  advocating  the  use 
of  a  mechanical  aid  on  the  Tip  so  that  covering  material  from 
the  older  part  of  the  site  could  be  excavated  and  used  to 
cover  the  refuse.  Various  types  of  machines  were  demon¬ 
strated  and  comparative  costs  of  purchase  and  operation  wore 
considered.  Eventually  it  was  decided  to  buy  a  Wea the  rill 
Hydraulic  Loading  Shovel.  This  machine  is  a  “Wheel1'  type 
and  can  be  used  both  on  the  Tip  and  for  loading  paper  at  the 
Doan  Street  Yard.  The  machine  was  purchased  in  October  and 
has  been  of  considerable  assistance  to  us.

Tipping  Accommodation. 


Most  of  tho  refuse  was  tipped  on  our  Brushes  Tip  but 
as  from  the  Sth  November,  at  the  request  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor  we  commenced  to  cover  in  a  portion  of  the  culvert 
constructed  by  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  on  tho  land 
near  Kozywol  at  the  bottom  of  Ditchcroft,  Ivlillbrook.  3,846 
loads  of  refuse  were  taipped  at  tho  Brushes  Tip  and  553  loads 
at  the  culvert. 


SALVAGE. 


The  tonnage  of  waste  paper  fell  slightly  -  316  tons-  • 
against  the  record  figure  of  321  tons  in  1957.  The 
tonnage  figure  for  the  last  three  years  has  been  fairly 
constant  and  providing  existing  collection  arrangements  arc 
operated  this  tonnage  should  bo  maintained.  Unfortunately 
the  price  of  mixed  baled  paper  is  falling  -  a  price  reduction 
of  £1  per  ton  took  place  as  from  1st  November  and  if  the 
present  tendency  continues  no  doubt  further  decreases  will  occur.

Dukinfield  Welfare  Centre 

The  number  of  new  cases  attending  the  clinic  shows  a  small 
increase  over  1957*  218  new  cases  attended  out  of  a  reduced 

total  of  221  births  -  in  other  words  9 8$>  of  babies  born  in  1958 
were  brought  to  the  clinic.  Altogether  4,262  attendances  were 
made,  a  very  good  figure  and  one  whioh  makes  this  clinic  one  of 
the  busiest  in  the  County.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
popularity  of  this  type  of  clinic  is  doing  a.  great  deal  to 
improve  the  general  level  of  health  of  the  child  population, 
and  while  no  serious  active  treatment  is  given  the  advice  which 
is  sought  is  always  willingly  given  and  I  feel  that  much  ill- 
health  is  prevented  and  a  great  deal  of  anxiety  avoided. 

I  regret  that  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  replace 
the  physiotherapist  who  conducted  the  relaxation  classes  with 
such  success.  I  feel  that  in  the  short  period  during  which 
these  classes  were  held  a  great  deal  of  Useful  work  was  done 
with  the  expectant  mothers,  and  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  said 
last  year  and  hope  that  a  successor  will  soon  be  found  not  only 
for  the  Dukinfield  clinics  but  also  for  Stalybridge  and 
Millbrook, 


The  Health  Visitors  continued  with  their  work  on  mother- 
craft  and  health  education  and  in  this  connection  we  are  build¬ 
ing  up  quite  a  useful  library  of  film  strips.  I  would  point 
out  here  that  these  strips  are  purchased  by  the  Dukinfield 
Voluntary  Committee  as  well  as  the  Divisional  Health  Committee. 


Ill 


During  the  year  the  lighting  circuit  was  rewired  and  it 
is  now  possible  to  switch  on  the  light  in  the  room  whore  At 
is  required  and  one  has  not  to  obtain  illumination  by  the 
method  of  trial  and  error  at  a  mysterious  and  confusing 
central  switchboard  situated  at  a  remote  spot  in  the  building. 

Mechanics'  Institute 

Of  the  341  Stalybridge  babies  born  during  1958,  317  or 
93^.  were  brought  to  either  the  Stalybridge  or  Millbrook 
clinic  for  routine  examination  and  advice.  4,158  attendances 
were  made  to  the  Stalybridge  clinic. 

During  1958  Miss  M.  Slack  resigned  and  left  in  May  for 
another  area  in  the  County.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  E. 
Plaitcr  who  came  to  us  from  a  District  Nursing  post.  We  hope 
she  will  be  happy  with  us. 

From  the  structural  point  of  view  I  have  to  report  that 
repairs  in  the  vicinity  of  the  weighing  room  were  found 
necessary  because  of  dry  rot.  Two  old  Ascot  heaters  on  the 
M.  &  C.W.  side  and  in  the  kitchen  were  replaced. 

Part  internal  decoration  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
to  rooms  on  the  M.  &  C.W.  side. 

Millbrook 


The  total  attendances  at  this  clinic  increased  to  1,960 
during  1958*  This  is  an  excellent  figure  for  an  area  of  this 
size . 


As  in  Dukinfield  the  projector  is  used  for  giving  health 
talks  with  a  good  deal  of  success. 

The  clinic  is  proving  an  asset  to  the  area  and  the  figures 
show  that  an  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  it.  It  has  an 
active  social  side  and  this  year  the  first  Autumn  Fair  was  hold 
to  raise  funds  for  toys  and  presents  for  the  children  as  well 
as  other  extras.  It  is  good  to  see  such  active  voluntary 
effort  in  an  age  when  people  automatically  expect  to  have 
things  done  for  them  either  by  the  Local  Authority  or  the 
State.

Dr.  P.  V.  Cant  resigned  to  take  up  another  appointment  in 
September,  and  this  ended  a  decade  of  work  for  the  mothers  and 
children  of  this  area  given  by  his  wife  or  himself.  I  was 
very  sorry  to  sec  him  go  and  I  know  I  am  expressing  the  wishes 
of  the  staff,  Committee  and  public  alike  when  I  wish  him  well 
in  his  new  post  and  thank  him  and  Dr.  E.  M.  Cant  for  the 
cheerful  service  they  have  given  us  and  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  help. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  for  the  second  year 
in  succession  there  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  Divisional 
Office.  The  structural  changes  to  the  internal  arrangement  of 
the  building  resulting  from  the  take  over  of  the  caretaker's 
premises  proved  a  decided  advantage  to  the  general  administra¬ 
tion  of  both  the  Divisional  Health  and  the  Stalyb ridge  Public 
Health  Departments.  Small  though  the  building  is  we  felt  that 
we  could  at  last  emerge  from  the  asphyxiated  and  claustrophobic 
state  which  has  beset  us  for  the  last  ten  years  between  the 
hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5»I5  P*ni.  It  is  therefore  with  some  regret 
that  one  has  to  report  that  a  move  is  imminent  in  view  of  the 
rapidly  developing  slum  clearance  programme  in  this  area.  At 
the  time  of  writing  the  question  of  alternative  accommodation 
is  being  considered. 

During  1958  "the  total  livebirths  decreased  from  6l8  to  5&2. 
There  were  15  stillbirths  in  the  Division  -  a  slight  decrease 
over  last  year's  figure.  Of  these  births,  588  or  69%  took  place 
in  hospital  and  maternity  hones,  an  increase  on  the  figure  of 
62#  for  1957*  The  number  of  hospital  confinements  continues  to 
rise  each  year,  the  figures  for  the  past  three  years  being  59 i° , 
62 cp  and  69 ch  total  births. 

The  testing  of  pre-school  children  for  deafness  continued 
and  figures  of  the  year  have  been  included  in  this  report.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


During  1958  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
children  vaccinated  -  the  figure  fell  from  384  to  325* 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  rose 
rapidly  during  the  year  under  review  and  in  all,  900  patients 
either  received  the  full  course  or  a  booster  injection.  These 
figures  are  pleasing  when  one  notes  the  gradual  fall  that  has 
taken  place  over  the  last  four  years.  A  large  proportion  of 
the  booster  doses  were  given  in  school,  and  I  would  like  to 
express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  given  by 
the  headteachers.

Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 


The  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  was  continued  for  the  third  year.  During ’1958  it  was 
again  extended  to  include  all  those  between  the  ages  of  6  months 
and  26  years  of  age.  In  addition  a  third  injection  to  those  who 
had  been  immunised  for  more  than  7  months  was  offered  as  the 
vaccine  became  available  in  larger  quantities. 

In  October  a  series  of  evening  clinics  was  introduced  to 
cater  for  the  young  adults  who  were  at  work  during  the  day.  The 
results  were  somewhat  disappointing  and  although  at  some  clinics 
the  numbers  were  reasonable  at  others  few  of  the  now  eligible 
groups  turned  up.

There  is  no  doubt  that  most  of  the  prejudice  against  this 
type  of  vaccination  which  was  demonstrated  at  the  beginning  of 
the  scheme  has  now  disappeared  and  parents  have  now  come  to 
accept  it  as  a  normal  preventive  procedure.  The  percentage 
protected  figure  of  27.3 ci°  is  somewhat  disappointing  to  record 
but  one  should  remember  that  this  figure  is  substantially  made 
up  of  two  parts,  namely  the  6  months  to  15  years  old  group  and 
the  l6  to  26  years  old  group.  In  the  younger  age  bracket  the 
numbers  protected  have  reached  the  ^Qfjo  level,  it  is  in  the 
older  age group  where  the  most  apathy  has  been  shown  and  the 
numbers  protected  are  so  few  that  the  overall  percentage  has 
been  considerably  reduced.  However,  the  pattern  is  constantly 
changing  and  as  I  write  there  arc  signs  of  an  increasing  demand 
in  this  latter  group  caused  I  feel  by  the  death  from  this 
disease  of  a  well-known  sportsman.  Next  year  I  hope  to  be  able 
to  produce  better  overall  figures  provided  the  impetus  of  this 
increasing  demand  is  maintained.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  policy  of  the  central  and  radio  control  of  ambulances 
was  finally  announced  by  the  County  Council  in  March  but  it  is 
not  expected  that  the  service  in  this  area  will  be  affected 
for  some  time  yet. 

The  number  of  patients  carried  fell  for  the  second  year 
in  succession  as  did  the  mileage  covered  in  carrying  slightly 
more  patients  than  last  year. 

There  was  a  certain  amount  of  juggling  with  vehicles  as 
both  a  sitting  case  car  and  an  ambulance  were  considered  unfit. 
The  sitting  case  vehicle  was  eventually  replaced  and  sold  and 
it  is  also  hoped  to  replace  the  ambulance  in  the  near  future. 

The  station  was  equipped  with  a  Stephenson-Minuteman 
apparatus  in  February.  This  is  a  modern  type  of  resuscitation 
appliance  which  will  bo  a  decided  asset  in  cases  of  asphyxia 
or  respiratory  collapse.

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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during 
1958  fell  to  27,  a  reduction  of  l8  on  the  previous  year's 
figure. 

In  the  field  of  general  preventive  measures,  both 
Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Housing  Committees  have  in  the  past 
given  priority  to  applications  submitted  by  families  in  which 
there  is  a  member  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  This  priority 
has  lapsed  to  a  certain  degree  in  Stalybridge,  largely  no 
doubt  because  of  the  slum  clearance  programme  but  I  would 
stress  the  need  for  good  sanitary  living  conditions  in  the 
prevention  of  the  spread  of  this  condition. 

The  Registrar-General's  figures  show  that  since  1948  the 
death  rate  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  has  fallen  by  80 $. 
This  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of  post¬ 
war  medicine  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  number  of  new 
cases  notified  will  follow  the  same  pattern.  It  is  true  that 
the  number  is  falling  but  all  preventive  work  must  be 
energetically  pursued  if  we  are  to  obtain  a  reduction  of 
incidence  of  the  same  dimensions.

CONVALESCENT  HOME  TREATMENT 

A  sum  of  £125  was  once  again  granted  by  the  County  Health 
Committee  for  the  financial  assistance  of  persons  requiring 
Convalescent  Home  treatment  within  the  Division.  Arrangements 
are  still  in  operation  with  the  four  Convalescent  Homes,  two 
at  Southport,  St.  Anne's  and  Marple.  9  patients  were  admitted 
during  the  year  -  8  adult  females  and  1  adult  male.  None  of 
the  patients  paid  the  whole  cost  of  treatment,  all  receiving 
financial  assistance. 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


Mrs.  'F.  Dobson  was  appointed  joint  Domestic  Help  Supervisor 
to  this  and  the  Hyde  Divisions  and  took  up  her  duties  in  September. 
Her  appointment  has  made  it  possible  to  exorcise  more  direct 
supervision  over  the  home  helps,  a  state  of  affairs  which  has 
caused  the  odd  flutter  among  one  or  two  of  the  helps.  Neverthe¬ 
less  efficiency  must  result  from  more  frequent  supervision  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  service  will  benefit  in  the  long  run. 
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The  number  of  staff  wa s  decreased  during  the  year  to 
14  full  time  and  18  part  time  domestic  holes,  all  of  these 
being  engaged  in  a  temporary  capacity,  oven  though  it  was 
necessary  to  cater  for  the  increasing  demand  which  is  being 
placed  on  this  service.  Altogether  259  cases  received 
assistance  of  which  the  majority  235  were  aged  and  chronic 
sick. 


As  each  winter  approaches  the  number  of  problems  and 
emergencies  in  which  old  people  are  involved  increases  and 
each  year  produces  an  aged  person  living  alone  under 
difficulties  brought  on  by  illness,  by  neglect  or  by  mis¬ 
management.  It  has  become  part  of  the  general  administrative 
pattern  to  cope  with  these  situations  cither  by  arranging  for 
a  domestic  help  to  attend,  by  arranging  for  district  nursing, 
by  arranging  for  admission  to  a  chronic  sick  bed  or  for 
admission  to  a  County  welfare  hostel.  The  winter  of  1958/ 59 
was  severe  and  the  number  of  deaths  rose  more  rapidly  than 
twelve  months  ago,  yet  the  number  of  aged  persons  wo  were 
called  on  to  help  in  an  emergency  was  smaller  than  in  previous 
years.  This  may  be  either  because  the  number  of  cases  was 
actually  less  in  spite  of  the  severe  conditions  or  because 
relatives  and  neighbours  accepted  more  responsibility.

In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  cases  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Authorised  Officer  under  the  Lunacy  .and  Mental 
Treatment  Acts: - 


4  male  and  7  female  patients  were  treated  at  clinics  as 
out-patients  during  the  year  thus  obviating  the  necessity  for 
their  admission  to  hospital. 

3  female  cases  were  reported  to  magistrates  by  the 
Authorised  Officer  but  after  investigating  the  cases  the 
magistrates  decided  to  dismiss  the  information  without  talcing 
further  action. 

12  male  and  5  female  cases  were  reported  to  the  Authorised 
Officer  but  after  investigation  wore  found  to  be  not  of  unsound 
mind  and  no  further  action  was  taken. 
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2.  Visits  wore  made  to  tho  hones  of  persons  in  mental 

deficiency  hospitals  in  order  that  reports  on  home  circum- 
stances  of  such  patients  could  be  given  to  tho  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


3.  Two  admissions  to  chronic  sick  wards  were  arranged  for 
general  practitioners  in  the  district.
